CINCINNATI—A young Ameri- 
can rabbi will leave this summer 
to take up new duties as rabbi of 
the Synagogue of St. George’s 
Jewish Settlement in the East End 
of London.

Professor, Subject Of Play, Is 
Newest Exile From Germany 





know about it, the play opened in 
New York under the auspices of 
the WPA Federal Theatre just. two 
days before he arrived. 

It was, obvious that the play, 
“Professor Mamlock” by Friedrich 
Wolf, exiled German playwright, 
concerned Dr. Mamlok. In the first 
place, the similarity in the name 
seemed more than a coincidence, 
for it is an uncommon name. In 
the second place, the career of the 
fictional Prof. Hans Mamlock re; 
sembles that of the scientist. Both 
were Jewish scientists in Berlin 
with a son and a daughter, both 
intensely patriotic to Germany. 

Prof. Mamlok, holder of the Ger- 
mas Iron Cross for war service, 
was head of the dentistry division 
of Berlin University and editor of 
a prominent dental magazine. Al- 
though of Jewish blood, he escaped 
any gesture of enmity in Nazi 
Germany until the play opened in 
Zurich, Switzerland, His patriot- 
ism was above reproach and he was 
a man of wealth. 

The play opened in 1934 in Zu- 
rich, and needed a police guard be- 
cause of Nazi demonstrations. It 
was after that, that Dr. Mamlok 
lost his position with the univer- 
sity and with the magazine. 

Finally, he left the country. His 
fortune was taken from him. The 
passage of Dr, and Frau Mamlok 
were paid and he was given $2 
spending money. He will live with 
his son, Karl, an agent for cos- 
metics, on Staten Island and will 
try to establish his practice here. 
He is also intending to lecture at 
American universities. 

His arrival here fulfilled the pro- 
phecy of the play. Friedrich Wolf’s 
“Professor Mamlock,” although 
loyal to the end to Germany, was 
finally forced to flee. 

“I have nothing to say against 
Germany,” the real Dr. Mamlok 
told reporters. “I just had to 
leave.”

Foundation Aid To 
151 Ex-Nazi Profs Told

NHW YORK—The Rockefeller 
Foundation granted a total of 
$532,181 between 1935 and the end 
of 1936 for the support of 151 
scholars in exile from Germany, 
according to a portion of the foun- 
dation’s annual report made public 
by Raymond B. Fosdick, president. 

Most of these scholars, the re- 
port said, found permanent posts 
in the countries of their adoption. 
The Foundation’s grant involved 
aid to universities and research in- 
stitutions in eleven countries,

The Editor’s Chair: 

Rabbi Samuel Cook’s article, in 
the adjacent column, on Southern 
Jewish Youth interests me partic- 
ularly because I attended three 
Southern Universities, and gradua- 
ted from one which Rabbi Cook 
mentions—the University of North 
Carolina. 

* What Rabbi Cook says, or rather 
charges, happens to be so true that 
his criticisms might have been 
aimed directly at me, or at the 
Jewish boys with whom I attended 
school, and be one hundred per 
cent substantiated. lf he errs, it is 
not in his allegations, but in his 
failure, as is too often the case 
when a Northerner attempts to es- 
timate the South, to understand the 
background and traditions. 

Northern Jewish students were 
taboo at Carolina, ‘there was no “if 
and and” about it. They were 
loud. ‘They did dress conspicuous- 
ly. They were arrogant. And it 
was only very frequently that they 
were ever asked to our fraternity 
house, which was certainly not the 
most exclusive on the campus. That 
I joined in this conspiracy against 
Northern Jewish boys of poor par- 
entage, is one cf the deepest re- 
grets of my young life. Because 
these boys had come from poor 
Jewish homes, I a Jew, had added 
to their misery and helped to pile 
on their many other discrimina- 
tions, one of my own making. 

None of my fraternity brothers, 
or for that matter the Jewish boys 
from the north too, were interested 
in Judaism. There was no Hitler 
at that time, and fascism was rel- 
atively unknown. I traveled I re- 
member, from Chapel Hill, N. C., 
to Charlottseville, N. C., a distance 
of 240 miles, for dances, and con- 
sidered a small trip like fifty miles 
to Greensboro, N. C., for a date, 
like walking across the street to- 
day. 

Where Rabbi Cook errs was in 
his inability to see the renaissance 
in Southern Jewish youth today. 
All over the South, even in the 
smallest cities, Southern Jewish 
youth is vibrantly alive, and vi- 
brantly alive Jewishly. They hold 
meetings, they hear speakers, and 
they go to dances—yes hundreds of 
miles away—but in many cases 
Young Judaea dances, Jr. Hadas- 
sah dances, or A.Z.A. dances.

Southern Jewish Youth Criticized Sympathetically

have just come up from the “deep South’— 

to be exact, from Tuscalo¢sa, Alabama, where 

for two and a half years I served as Direc- 

tor, of the B’nai B’rith Hillel Foundation at the 
University of Alabama. i 

During my stay in the South, I had the ex- 
ceptionally good fortune to “get around”’,—and 
especially among youth groups. First of all, of 
course, at the University of Alabama itself I 
had constant contact with the Southern Jewish 
students who attended the University and fre- 
quented the Hillel Foundation. But, in addition to 
that, 1 have had the privilege of participating in 
a number of conventions of Southern Jewish 
youth—of ‘l'emple Youth Leagues, Young Judaea, 
A.Z.A, Certain Hillel social affairs, an intér- 
city debate, for a Hillel-sponsored ‘Youth Day’ 
for Jewish high ‘school seniors, of a Hillel basket- 
bail trip—occasions like these afforded me suf- 
ficient contacts with youth in various cities for 
me to feel that I understand and have a real re- 
spect and affection for the Jewish youth of the 
South. 

Basic to any understanding of the Jewish 
people in the South is the fact that, numerically, 
there are few Jews compared to the Gentile pop- 
ulation. Even in the larger cities like New Or- 
leans, Atlanta, Memphis, Birmingham, Mobile, 
Chattanooga, Nashville—compared to the size of 
the Jewish community in Philadelphia, the Jew- 
ish populations are like drops in the bucket. Con 
sider, just to quote one example, that the whole 
state of Alabama, which, territorially speaking, 
is larger than Pennsylvania, albeit, in popula- 
tion, it is only three-elevenths that of Pennsyl- 
valia—has a total of only 12,000 Jewish popula- 
tion, or 5 per cent of that of Philadelphia alone. 
There are many small towns in Alabama and 
Mississippi where one finds only two or three 
Jewish families. Thus it is not surprising to en- 
counter many Jewish boys and girls in the South 
who have had only Gentile boys and girls as 
their childhood friends. In the case of a certain 
group of Jewish boys in particular, associating 
socially almost entirely with Gentiles, ‘dating’ 
Gentile girls almost exclusively, and mingling as 
little as possible with Jewish groups, even after 
they grow into college age and adulthood is not 
considered anything about which to lift one’s 
eyebrows. 


Invariably, Southern Jewish boys and ¢irls are 
well-mannered, and neat in their appearance at 
Off hand, I cannot recall any Southern 
student at the University who could be termed 
possitively ill-mannered, or disagreeable or of- 
fending in his apparel. In the sense that the 
Southern youth will usually be found obliging, 
the oft referred to Southern courtesy is no fic; 
tion. Even if he declines to do something, the 
typical Southern boy earnestly tries to make you 
feel that he is genuinely sorry he cannot avail 
himself of the opportunity to serve you or to ac- 
cept your invitation, even though he might not 
have the least intention of accepting it even if 
he did not “have to go to town that night” or 
have “three exams tomorrow”. 

Viewed by a Northerner, Southern youth is 
conformist. “Thats the way we do things in the 
South’. This formula, often heard, is made with 
almost an air of pride, and with a finality, as 
if to say, “There! That settle that!” A radical 
Southern Jewish student is a rarity, or at least, 


all times. 


if he is of a radical bent, his motto is: “Be a 
non-conformist, but conform!” The attitude of 
Southern Jewish students toward Northern 


Jews, which is usually one of disapproval, is 
partly explained by their complaint that North- 
erners do not “conform to the traditions of the 
South”. The fact, moreover, that appreciable 
numbers of Northerners impress the Southern 
youth as “too loud”, “too loudly dressed”, “too 
conspicuous,” further accentuates this attitude. 
Culturally and religiously, Jewishly speaking, 
Southern Jewish Youth ‘shares the same general 
ignorance of Jewish backgrounds and current af- 
fairs, the same apathy for things of the Jewish 
spirit, as in the North, except that it is more 
readily evident in the South because of the pauc- 
ity of Jewfsh population. In cities like New Or- 
leans and Atlanta, where the Jewish population 
is relatively great, the Jewish consciousness is 
manifestly greater. In the last few years, in- 
creased and better organized activity among and 
for Jewish youth, as exemplified by the Southern 
Jewish Youth Aissembly, Southern Young Judaea, 
and new chapters of A.Z.A. and by the recent 
addition, besides the one at Alabema University, 
of a Hillel Foundation at the University of North 
Carolina, already has reflected hopeful signs 
of a renaissance of Youths interest in Jewishly 
cultural things.

S8200,000 Furs 
Not To Be Sold

NEW YORK—Two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars worth of 


South African furs purchased re- 
wently at the Leipzig Fair in Nazi 
Germany will’ be withheld from 
sale according to a communication 


received from the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, London, by the Fur 
Trade Boycott Committee of the 
Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League 
of which Samuel Untermyer is 
president. 

The British Company’s action 


followed their receipt of a letter 
from Mrs. Untermyer through the 
Fur Trade Boycott Committee in 
which he declared the sale of furs 
would be in violation of the anti- 
Nazi boycott. 

In their reply from London the 
company stated “‘We were glad to 
have the opportunity of reading 
Mr. Untermyer’s letter, and we are 
writing to inform you that we have 
decided not to include in our forth- 
coming Sale consignments those 
skits to which the Non-Sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League have taken ex- 
ception.” 

The furs in question have been 
the cause of contention between 
members of the fur industry and 
various groups prosecuting the 
Anti-Nazi Boycott. Purchased at 
the last Leipzig Fair in Nazi Ger- 
many by three American firms 
through their London agents, the 
furs were never shipped to Amer- 
ica because of the boycott against 
all Nazi goods.

BOSTON—Boston’s youth kosh- 
er home poll ended this wetk with 
a Sweeping majority of votes ex- 
pressing youth’s approval of the 
keeping of a kosher home. The 
question asked on a simple. ballot, 
was, for girls, “Do you expect to 
keep a kosher home” and for boys, 
“Do you expect your wife to keep 
a kosher home?” 

The final results showed that of 
1,544 single men and women above 
the age of eighteen who voted, 1,- 
218 voted “yes” to the given ques- 
tions, and 326 voted “no.” The 
same ratio held approximately true 
in the separate polls for both boys 
and girls, 

The vote was taken at regular 
meetings of youth organizations, 
and forty-seven ‘different groups 
participated. The poll was carried 
> out with all seriousness and was 
impartially conducted. 

Interpreting the results of the 
poll, members of the local Kash+ 
ruth committee declared that it 
showed an unequivocal stand on the 
part of the great majority of youth | 
to stand fast to the traditions of 
their people. The results cannot 
be underestimated or ignored, the 
Kashruth committee statement con- | 
tinued, on the grounds that the 
voters were voting as they would 
be expected to. It would be just 
as true that they would vote one| 
way or the other “for spite.”

In the ‘schools and colleges, the 
Jewish boys and girls exhibit the 
same tendency as in the North— 
that of being the top-leaders in the 
classroom. The Phi Beta Kappa 
winners rarely fail to include Jew- 
ish names. On the athletic fields, 
some Southern Jewish boys have 
achieved national fame, for exam- 
ple, at the U. of Alabama, where 
football is a favorite sport, the 
fame of a Jewish All-American 
football star is still spoken of af- 
ter several years, and the present 
captain of the football team is a 
Jewish boy from Montgomery. 

Some of the social customs 
among Southern Jewish boys and_| 
girls intrigue the Northern visitor. | 
For example, invariably at dances 
the men outnumber the girls in 
such great proportion that, if a 
girl is not “cut in” at the rate 
of three of four times during each | 
dance number, she will not con | 
sider the evening a success or her- | 
self very popular. The less she| 
dances, that is, the more frequently | 
her dancing is interrupted, the 
more a Southern girl will enjoy 
herself. Distances are no serious 
factor in attending a dance or a 
meeting. I have known many cases 
where boys and girls in their teens 
will travel a hundred miles or 
more to attend an affair, and re-| 
turn, and think little of it. They'| 
enthuse and chatter with much| 
greater exuberance than Northern | 
groups of the same age levels. It} 
is when a group of Southern | 
young people get together in a) 
party that one can really get an 








“earful” of the famed ‘Southern 
accent.” 
Very disconcerting, however,
